The joint commission is to be officially in- 
‘troduced to President Faure tomorrow at 
the Elysée: The Foreign Minister, aided by 
the American and Spanish Ambassadors, 
will make the presentation.

Cardinal Vaughan Reserved. 

His Eminence was extremely diplomatic 
and reserved in his direct conversation, for 
example, as follows: 

“Your Eminence, I have come to ask you 
about the Philippines,’ was asked. 

“Well, what about them? What are 
they?’ was the Cardinal’s reply. 

“Islands, your Eminence,’”’ said the cor- 
respondent. | 

“Yes,” queried the Cardinal slyly, with a 
touch of humor, “ what is it you want to 
know? Where they are or what?” 

“That's it exactly, to know where they 
are,’ rejoined the correspondent, emphasiz- 
ing where. 

“I don’t Know,” quickly returned the Car- 
dinal, féeling himself cornered. 

“‘Are you glad the United States has won 
them?’’ was the next direct question; to 
which the Cardinal replied only with a smile, 
but Father Johnson answered for him 
hastily, explaining: ‘‘ Certainly. We be- 
lieve in the United States’ policy here.’’ 


Desire Is for Peace 

A warning glance from the Cardinal cut 
the sentence ip half. In reference to the set- 
tlement of the war the Cardinal said: 

** We all want peace. Where these islands 
may be, to whom they may morally belong, 
why do youask me? I know nothing. I wish 
peace maintained. Every one wishes it, net 
I alone.”’ 

Still persisting, the correspondent asked: 
** But whom do you wish to have possession 
of the islands, Spaniards, Germans, Ameri- 
cans, or monks?” © 

The answer was a significant smile and 
the following statement, that can be read 
between the lines: 

“The war is over. Every one is glad your 
commission is in Paris arranging terms of 
peace. May it be a successful commission. 
May it bring peace. Certainly we all hope it. 
It is much to hope.”’ ¥ .

** Atrocities of which the insurgents were 
guilty would disgrace the middle ages. An- 
gered by the great wealth of the Dominican 
fathers, which was not, according to their 
idea, used freely enough to assure salvation 
of their souls or comfortable feeding\ of 
their bodies, they did not hesitate to plun- 
der, murder, or torture those monks who 
came within their power.

They had been a short- 
er time in the islands and accumulated much 
less wealth. This is also true of the nuns. 


“The insurgents did not believe in the will 
of the church to protect them. Certainly 
they did not consider the distribution of 
wealth sufficiently general. The Spanish 
troops kept as much out of the immediate 
neighborhood jas possible, and not until the 
American officers brought on the crisis was 
there any protection for the church in the 
islands. 

‘In all religious houses in Europe anxiety 
was great until it was decisively known 
not that the insurgents had won their battle 
with Spain, nor that the United States had 
won, but rather it was a question of military 
possession of the islands by American 
troops. Then and not until then did the 
servants of the church feel that they were 
safe from absolute personal molestation. 

“ While Spain is absolutely Roman Cath- 
olic, there is a feeling among the Roman 
Catholic contingent in the islands that 
with the insurgents there is much of the 
spirit that might makes right, and in conse- 
quence there is a feeling of security, in the 
protection of the American guns, to which 
they have long been strangers.” 

Spain’s Commission Unflinching 

London, Oct. 4.—The Paris correspondent 
of the Daily News says: 

‘‘The Spanish Commissioners are courte- 
ous and seemingly unflinching in their no- 
surrender attitude respecting the Philip-’ 
pines. They apparently fully appreciate 
the difficulties of the Republican party in 
‘America regarding thearmy mismanage- 
ment and the resulting natural desire to get 
the work of the commission concluded most 
These circumstances encourage 
the Spaniards to remain obdurate.”’ 

The Paris correspondent of the Times pre- 
dicts a keen contest and expresses the be- 
lief that the American commissioners will 
consent to a compromise rather than em- 
bark in a fresh conflict to inflict a cruel 
wound upon Spain’s national pride.

Politicians Are Confounded. 

It was ajsurprise of the most pronounced 
and sensational character and it simply.con- 
founded the ordinary politicians. Among 
Senator Quay’s particularly close polltical 
friends the proceedings just commenced 
were set down as a political or campaign 
trick to injure Quay as a candidate to’suc- 
ceed himself as United States Senator and 
incidentally to hurt the Republican State 
ticket. 

Outside of this, however, the ameerpee 
prevails that such important and far-réach- 
ing action would not have been taken for 
mere political purposes. i 

Sénator Quay and his son came up td town 
from Atlantic City this morning, It had 
been their intention to go to New York, but 
they discovered in one of their morning 
papers that their names had been uséd in 
connection with the People’s Bank affairs 
and read that warrants had been issued for 
their arrest. This induced them to change 
their plans, and instead of going ta New 
York they stopped off atthiscity. 

Quay Declines to Say An ! 

After spending a short time at the Hotel 
Walton Senator Quzy and his son went to 
the headquarters of the Republican State 
committee at Thirteenth and Walnut streets. 
There the Senator spent several hotfs in 
consultation with his friends. For publica- 
tion he declined to say anything. + 

It is believed, however, that as soon as*he 
has consulted with his counsel, A. S L. 
Shields, and has learned more precisely the 
intentions of those back of the accusation

Sensations were expected to follow the dis- 
closures immediately following the cash- 


burg of a possible “lifting of the lid’”’ and 
a volcanic eruption that would startle the 
State. 
Attempts to secure explicit information 
brought no definite results and the stories 
were being attributed to rumor when a sud- 


den discovery of a note indorsed by prom- 


inent politiclags aroused expectation of 
further developments. This note had been 
turned over to the People’s Bank by the 
Guarantors’ Finance company as security. 
Richard N. Loper, manager of the Guar- 
antors’ company at the time of its failure, 
when seen today, expressed the greatest sur- 
prise at the announcement of warrants be- 
ing sworn out for the arrest of Senator Quay 
and former State Treasurer Haywood. 

‘“*IT know. absolutely nothing except what

difficulty.’’ 


Says It Is a Campaign Dodge. 
Lieutenant Governor Walter Lyon, who 
.is Mr. McKeée’s law partner, says the in- 
-Centive for the issuing of the warrants was 
to produce campaign thunder, but he 
thought it a decidedly reckless piece of busi- 
as there was not the slight- 
est s#&dow of wrongdoing on the part of the 
defendants, and it would react to such an 
extent upon the prosecutors that more harm 
‘than good would be done their cause. 

He explained that Richard Quay had bor- 
rowed money from the People’s Bank of 
Philadelphia to build the Newcastle Stieet 
railway and he presumed Senator Quay was 
brought into the matter by having signed 
his son’s notes. Lieutenant Governor Lyon 
said the money had all been paid back to the 
bank and the State had lost nothing. 

The firm of Lyon & McKee acted as attor- 
neys for the Newcastle Street railway, but 
shad no connection whatever with the finan- 
‘cial end of it, and could not understand why 
his firm had been brought into the matter. 


Haywood Expresses Surprise. 

Omaha, Neb., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—Former 
State Treasurer Haywood of Pennsylvania, 
for whom a warrant was today issued at 
Philad@lphia for alleged complicity with 
Senator Quay and others in the wrecking of 
the Petple’s Bank of Philadelphia, is at 
presentat the Paxton Hotel. | 

He is*in the custody of a detective and 
‘will be,sent back to Philadelphia in care of 
: The arrest was made by Chief 
of Police Martin White at the instance of 
State’s Attorney Graham of Philadelphia. 
Chief White went to the hotel after he had 
‘located the whereabouts of Mr. Haywood, 
and, introducing himself, put the Harris- 
burg man under arrest. 

Mr. Haywood had seen the evening papers 
and expressed no surprise. He expressed 
his entire willingness to go back to Pennsyl- 
vania, either alone or with an officer. He 
did say he had not intended returning for 

several days, but would go at once if the 
officers wanted him. Chief White has wired 
to Attorney Graham asking if this privilege 
can be accorded Mr. Haywood. 

This evening the alleged criminal talked 
freely with an Omaha newspaper man. 
When told of the warrants being issued and 
that the police were looking for him he 
. quietly said: 

“This is.a great surprise to me. I had 
no reason to expect anything of the kind, I 

am certainiy not hiding fr 
if requested would go to Omaha tonight and 
surrender to the police. 

“If not disturbed, however, I shall remain 
here until Friday, then go straight home, as 
previously tntended. I left home Sept. 3 for 
‘a month’s ¥acation. 

*““- do not understand how Quay orI could 
be implicated in the trouble of the People’s 
Bank. Nelther of us was a stockholder or 
official.

; State Money Refunded.

This is all the connection Quay or I have 
had with the bank. I have had no financial 
. dealings with Senator Quay. He is my per- 
#onal friend, and that is all.’’ rs 
_-When asked as to the alleged stock deals 
with Senator ‘Quay, in which the money of 
the People’s Bank was used in speculation, 
resulting, according to the criminal charge, 
in the wrecking of the bank, Mr. Haywood 
| denied vigorously that he knew anything of 
the matter. | 
‘“*It doesn’t look to me as if the bank can 
be said to have been ruined by anybody, 
since the receiver has within six months 
paid every dollar on deposit there. Of 
course I do not know what resources the 
broken bank drew on to pay these deposits. 
The President gave his personal pledge, and 
I have always supposed it was based on his 
knowledge of the bank’s condition. 


Not a Dollar Lost to State 

“ The State never lost a dollar of the money 
I had on deposit there. The bank still owes 
me a small amount on my personal account. 

“Of course I am anxious to have the police 
know where Iam. They can come and get 
me or I will return to Philadelphia alone. 
This is a great Surprise to me.” 

Mr. Haywood did not appear excited and 
-took the matter in a matter of fact way. 
Chief of Police White is tonight in com- 
munication with Police Chief Linden of Phil- 
adelphia. No arrests have been made and 
White does not expect to arrest Haywood 
before tomorrow if atall. There is a Pink- 
erton man here, but he has received no in- 
- structions to arrest Haywood. 

Chief White expressed some fear lest Hay- 
wood should attempt to escape and has ap- 
parently taken measures to prevent it, as he 
said tonight he could get him on a few hours’

Jacksonville, Fla., Oct. 3.—[Special.J— 
The findings of the general court-martial 
in the Fourth Illinois cases were promul- 
gated from corps headquarters today, with 
the result that Colonel Casimir Andel is 
suspended from his rank and command for 
a period of six months, forfeiting one-half 
of his pay during that time. 

Major L. E. Bennett receives a reprimand. 
Lieutenant Colonel 8S. A. McWilliams and 
Major E. J. Lang are acquitted, and all dre 
ordered released from arrest. 

Colonel Andel was found guilty of giving 
wrong commands, to which he pleaded 
guilty, and was also found guilty of the 
charge of consulting with his officers as to 
commands to be given, and “ attaching no 
criminality thereto, guilty of drawing for- 
age for a horse said to belong to the chap- 
lain, whereas the chaplain did not have one, 
but not guilty as to the term that the requi- 
sition certificate was false, and substituting 
the words carelessly made in place of false 
as charged.”’ 

Colonel Andel was found not guilty of 
conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man in violation of the sixty-first article 
of war, as charged, but guilty of conduct 
prejudicial to good order and military dis-. 
cipline in violation of the sixty-second article’ 
of war. His suspension takes effect at once. 

Major Bennett was also found guilty of 
violating the sixty-second article of war, 
and the reprimand administered is as fol- 
lows: 

**In administering this reprimand the 
Major General commanding reminds Major 
Bennett that the sentence of the court is 
light, considering the gravity of the offense, 
and the sentence can be justified only on the 
ground that his conduct was mitigated by 
unusual circumstances.

PROF.H.E.M’DERMOTT 
OF COLUMBIA COLLEGE 
COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Swallows Prussic Acid at New Haven, 
Conn., and Dies While Being Carried 
to a Hospital— Discouraged by Iliness 
— Stood High in Educational Circles.

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 3.—[Special.}]— 
Henry E. McDermott, assistant professor 
ofchemistry at Columbia University, New 
York, was found unconscious at the corner 
of Beers street and Edgewood avenue, late 
this afternoon. He was taken to Grace Hos- 
pital, but died before reaching there. It de- 
veloped that he had committed suicide with 
prussic acid, 

Professor McDermott was a graduate of 
Yale in the class of '96, and was 25 years 
old. His attending physicians say that for 
some time he had been in poor health. Last 
May he underwent an operation for appen- 
dicit's. Finding that he was going to be un- 
able to take up his regular college work in 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons, of 
Columbia College, he decided, tt is thought, 
toend his life. This afternoon, leaving the 
house, he purchased a quantity of prussic 
acid at a drug store and swallowed it on the 
street. 

Professor McDermott was born at St.Johns, 
N. B., Nov. 27, 1873. He was a son of John 
Young McDermott, a well-known insurance 
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man of this city. He prepared for Yale at 
Hill House High School, from which he 
graduated with honors. He was among the

As soon as arrangements can be made with 
the Spaniards help will be given to every 
insurgent who lays down his arms, and the

Two Negro Children Drowned 
and a Colored Man Killed 
by Falling Bricks. 


FIVE VESSELS GO ASHORE. 


Brunswick, Ga., Oct. 3.—[{Special. ]}—Bruns- 
wick and its vicinity. are inundated. ' The 
city is flooded and a thousand houses and 
stores are damaged. 

Conservative estimates place the property 
loss at half a million dollars, though when 
the details are all in the figures may be? 
considerably shaded either way. 

The Mallory steamship and South railway 
docks were under water four feet. 

In the residence section of the city the 
water was from two to eight feet deep. 
There was a full sweep of wind and water 
from the ocean into and across the city. 

Two negro children were drowned in the 

city. ‘Their parents are missing and may 
have been drowned. A few miles out of town 
Steritt Aiken, colored, was killed by falling 
bricks blown from a chimney. 
. At Jekyl Island, where the clubhouses of 
New York millionaires are situated, much 
damage has been done. Dixville, a suburb 
of Brunswick, inhabited by negroes, was 
inundated and the destruction is almost 
complete. No lives were lost there. 

Five vessels were ashore in Brunswick 
harbor, two being the Norwegian barks 
Recerd and Louise, one an American 
schooner, and two valuable pilot boats. 
On the docks hundreds of thousands of 
feet of lumber and cross ties and naval 
stores were washed away. 

Nearly all the docks suffered from lifting, 
amg several fronts of brick buildings were 
blown. out and the rain poured through ip 


Every church in the city was damaged 
either by water or wind. 

The greater portion of this city is four 
feet unider water tonight. A terrific gale is 
and¢‘as the rainfall is still un- 
abated the submerged area is momentarily 
widening. 

In the portion of the town near the bay 
all is confusion and excitement. The water. 
has invaded a number of stores and show- 
cases and goods are floating up against 
doors and walls, which are gradually weak- 
ening under the tremendous etrain. 

It fs not known what is the extent of the 
damage along the coast islands, as com- 
munication is entirely shut off. 

The storm broke with great fury on Bruns- 


and has raged without cessation since that 
time. At about the same hour Savannah 
which destroyed all loose property ani 
of business next to impossible. 

The wires connecting this station with 
Florida and the extreme southern portion of 
the State refuse to work, and it is impossi- 
ble to ascertain the destruction caused by 
the storm in that direction. 

Besides the coast, the entire eastern part 
of the State is half submerged, and tracks 
and wires.are deranged in every direction. 


Ga., Oct. 3.—The flood which 
islati®s and lowlands around 
Savannah and all the vicinity coast has par- 
tially subsided. The first news from the 
Sea Islands, on the South Carolina céast 
between Tybee and Beaufort, where the 
great tidal wave of 1893 caused such fearful 
fatality, was received tonight.

PHILADELPHIA SHIP FOUNDERS. 


Wandering Jew Goes Down Off South 
Carolina Coast—Other Vessels 
Weather Storms. 


Philadelphia, Fa., Oct. 3.—[Special. ]—Re- 
ports of the terrific northeast gales which 
have swept the Southern coast have caused 
much anxiety on the part of the vessel- 
owners. ‘ihe sterm prevailed with great 
violence off the New England coast and 
quite a number of casualties have already 
been reported. 

A dispatch to the Maritime Exchange from 
Charleston, 8. C., received today, contained 
news of the total loss of the Philadelphia 
barkentine Wandering Jew. The crew was 
saved and landed at Charleston. 

The Wandering Jew foundered at Long 
Island, S. C., but none of the details is 
known. It left here for Galvesion Sept. 26, 
laden with 1,000 tons of anthracite coal] 
which was loaded at Port Richmond. Cap- 
tain J. S. Little, who was also its manag- 
ing owner, was in command. 

The schooner Isaac H. Tillyer, Captain 
French, from Philadelphia for Lynn, with 
875 tons of soft coal, stranded Oct. 2 near 
Nahant, Mass. It floated this morning, 
leaking so badly that it was found neces- 
sary to beach the vessel. 

The Norwegian tank bark Union, Captain 
Evansen, arrived here today from Antwerp 
after a terrific passage. The sails were rent 
to ribbons. It passed through a hurricane 
on Sept. 19. On Sept. 25, abeut forty miles 
southwest of the Newfoundland banks, an 
unknown ship bearing éast with main rig- 
ging all gone and with loss of fore and miz- 
zen topgallant masts, wes sighted. It dis- 
played no signals. During the prevalence 
of the hurricane on the 19th ult. Captain 
Evensen says the barometer went down to 
28.30, and the vessel lost its upper and lower 
topsails. 

The British bark Ross Shire, Captain Bax- 
ter, in port from Hamburg, passed through 
the same hurricane Sept. 19 and was almost 
completely enveloped in foam for hours. 
The upper topsail was carried away, to- 
gether with the foretopmast and staysail, 
and other damage was sustained.

Bear Island Reds Who Are to Be

Yet Found. 


REPORTS TO WASHINGTON, 


Walker, Minn., Oct. 3.—[ Special.

Wednesday or Thursday. The council be- 
tween the authorities and the Indians has 
been adjourned until noon Tuesday. 

At noon today it looked as though the Jp. 
dians would stay away from the administra. 
tion building at the agency, but towards 4 
o'clock they commenced to put in an appear. 
ance, and at that hour the council was called 
to order by Colonel A. M. Tinker, inspector 
of Indian agencies,:and for one hour the 
Indians were given an Opportunity to ex. 
plain their position and to make known what 
grievances they have. 

The council was attended only by the 
agency Indians and a few from Pine Point, 
the latter being generally recognized agg 


and Otter Tail Point Indians staid away, 
notwithstanding the fact that the heavy 
wind which has been blowing on the lake 
for several days had subsided sufficiently to 
permit of passage to the agency in their 
canoes. Because of their absence and to 
give them more time to make up their minds 
whether they would atterd. or remain at 
home, an adjournment was taken. 

The agency, of course, was the point of 
interest during the day, although there was 
considerable telegraphic communication be- 
tween Walker and St. Paul, Marshal O’Con- 
nor and General Bacon keeping the wires 
in use until late inthe evening. The respit 
of the correspondence is that General Bacon 
will leave St. Paul tomorrow morning. Itis 
more than likely that he will take a special 
train for Brainerd, He may not bring troops 
with him, as was at first intended 


Intend to Make Trouble. 


None of those in a position to judge believe 
that the Bear Island Indians will put in an 
appearance at the agency tomorrow. The 
war dance on Sunday, with other incidents 
which have transpired on the island, leave no 
doubt that the pillagers have been preparing 
for several days and are now ready for 
trouble. They are bad men, all of them, the 
worst in northern Minnesota, and are stirred 
up now toa point which makes them danger- 
ous. 

The council at the agency today was an In- 
teresting ceremony. The Indians gathered 
in the Administration Building as quietly as 
though they were attending a prayer meet- 
ing. Colonel Tinker called them to order 
and spoke to the men at some length. He 
told them he had come from the great father 
to prevail upon them to be peaceful. Some 
of the Chippewas had committed wrongs 
and the great father’s representatives were 
on the ground to secure them to see that they 
paid the penalties of their wrongdoings, both 
in the Interest of the great father and of the 
red men, themselves. Those for whom the 
United States Marshal] had warrants would 
be given until Tuesday evening to quietly 
surrender. If they did not do so by that 
time a search would be made for them, aad 
if'they could be found they would be placed 
under arrest. 

While the Colonel spoke the Indians sat In 


Nod-in-ah-qua-Hull, a leader of the redmen 
at the agency, arose, and through the inter- 
preter, asked that he be heard. Walking 
slowly to the table, behind which the in- 
spector stood, the Indian grasped Colonel 
Tinker’s hand, spoke a word of greeting, and 
turned to his fellow-tribesmen. He spokea 
few words at a time, the interpreter repeat- 
ing it to the inspector. The speaker ré- 
minded the inspector that the agency Ih- 
dians had always been peaceful, that they 
had at all times obeyed the laws of the great 
father, and that all the trouble which had oe- 
curred at the agency came during the time 
of the annuity payments, when Indians from 
other parts of the reservation were presefit, 
He asked for a settlement of the dead and 
down timber question, that the Indians might 
do some logging this winter and 

earn a living. 


Guilty Indians May Come In. 


Two other Indians, Ching-gwa-nah-qued 
and Ben King, spoke along the same line, the 
latter giving it as his belief that the Indians 
from Bear Island would be present at the 
council Tuesday.

Epidemic Is Spreading Fast 
Every Section of 
Mississippi. 


RAILROAD TIEUP FEARED 


Nine Counties and Twelve Towns 
Are Now Marked as 
Infected. 


MONDAY ADDS MANY CASES. 


Jackson, Miss., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—Yellow 
fever in Mississippi tonight is practically 
' epidemic over the entire State. There are 
now nine counties infected and twelve 
towns. The fever seems to be beyond con- 
trol. The infected counties now are La- 
fayette, Yalobusha, Montgomery, Madison, 
Hinds, Wilkinson, Sharkey, Jefferson, Clat- 
borne. 

In addition to these the fever is believed 
to be prevalent in Rankin and Oktibbeha, 
New foci of infection aré being daily re- 
ported and calls for experts are hourly re- 
ceived at the Board of Health. Today the 
new towns officially reported as infected 
are Port Gibson, on the Natchez and Jack- 
son road, below Harriston, which is already 
infected; Madison station, on the Illinois 
Central twenty miles north of Jackson, and: 
Woodville, an inland town, thirty miles 
south of here. The Mississippi! Valley run- 
ning from here to Greenwood is practically 
shut down. 

The fever is all along the Illinols Cen- 
tral road from New Orleans to Memphis, 
through the heart of the State. Several of 
the infected towns are also along the L., N. 
O. and T. railroad, which_runs along the 
western border of the State from Memphis 
to New Orleans. 

The Georgia Pacific railroad, which crosses | 

the State from east to west in the northern, 
and Alabama and Vicksburg, crossing it in 
the southern end, are also infected. 
' Every day ai new town or station on some 
of these roads jshuts off all traffic, and a‘tie- 
up of all the railroads in the State is not 
improbable, should the fever panic con- 
tinue.

Suppose this persistent rumor as to Sa- | 


gasta’s attitude be true, and suppose that 
the Spanish commissioners hold out against 
all reason and make it necessary for the 
President to recall our commissioners and 
order out the navy and army again to finish 
the work of bringing Spain to time. There 
will immediately arise many questions of 
national interest, and one of peculiar local 
interest to Chicago. What will become of 
the great peace jubilee now planned for 
Oct. 18-two weeks hence—which the Presi- 
dent has been asked to attend and yer 
which the Secretary of the Treasury is to 
preside? If Spain has decided to refuse 
our terms of peace there will be nothing to 
jubilate over. The jubilee will have to be 
changed into a call to arms and into new 
preparations for a vigorous prosecution of 
the war. The peace processions will have 


‘to give place to warlike marchings of armed 
‘soldiers, and the fireworks will have to be 


left to the thirteen-inch guns and the Krag-— 
Jorgensep rifles in Cuba, Porto Rico, and 
the Philippine Islands. ee 

As matters stand it is just as well for us 
and for Spain to keep in mind the fact that 
not a single regiment or warship has been 
withdrawn from Manila, and that our posi- 
tion in the Philippines is daily growing 
stronger. There are 5,800 soldiers now at. 
San Francisco ready to sail for Manila any 
day that transportation is provided. Two 
of our greatest and fastest ships of the 
battle line are already on their way down 
the Atlantic coast bound for Manila. Ata 
speed of 300 miles a day they are headed for 
Cape Horn, Honolulu, and the Philippinesy 
They are attended by some large coaling 
vessels, are fully and freshly equipped with 
supplies and ammunition, and are shortly 
to be followed by other warships of scarcely. 
less formidable powers. Battleships and 
soldiers may alike arrive at Manila by the 
time the peace negotiations are finally, 
broken off. 

It would take but a few days to throw 
100,000 fighting men into Cuba toward the 
close of the present month. By that time 
the dry season will have begun, and the 
weather will be fine and healthful. If it 
becomes necessary to do this there will be 
none of the fornier trouble with fever and 
sickness. The soldiers will be well taken 
care of, for the authorities have gained ex- 
perience in that kind of campaigning. There 
will be no delay in getting transports or 
provisions, no lack of medicines, none of the 
former obstacles that had to be overcome 
by a nation unprepared for war. If the 
Spaniards are really foolish enough to in- 
sist on having another lesson at the hands 
of American soldiers and sailors they will 
get it, swiftly, surely, and most decisively. 

But in that case the great Chicago peace 
jubilee will have to be changed into a war 
demonstration and a popular determination 
to fight toa finish. This great country mu 
not be balked in its aims by the stubborn 
folly of Spain. Manifest. destiny hag 
marked out the course to pursue.

GEN, MERRITT ON THE PHILIPPINES,

interview with the correspondent of Tue

First—Spain has lost the Philippines because she 
had not statesmen sufficiently courageous to tell 
the Spanish people the obvious truth that they 
could not fight the United States. 

Second—It would be no kindness now to Spain 
to hand her back the Philippines. 

Third—Aguinaldo could not govern the islands, 

Fourth—Codominion or joint government of the 
islands by Spain and the United States is senile 
drivel. 

Fifth—If the United States should withdraw 
then the European powers will intervene to pro- 
tect their own interests and will ultimately annex 
the islands. 

Sixth—There is no nation more competent than: 
the United States to solve the problem of govern- | 
ing the Philippines. 


In his detailed interview the General was 
emphatic in expression of the opinion that 
if only a part of the islands were to be re- 
tained it should include the whole of Luzon. 
Its strategic importance he declared to be 
beyond calculation. Nevertheless, it was.

From among them there rose a young man, who, 
amidst the depression of the surroundings, lifted 
his voice in remonstrance and in prophecy of the 


future. 
‘Chicago will live.” said he, *‘ and live to be 


so mighty and so vast that this great fire will be 
but an incident in its past. And Chicago will thus 
live because beyond her there lie the giant forces, 
the’ teeming millions, and the imperial area of 
the mighty West. which, having before created 
Chicago as the necessary gateway to the East, 
must-recreate it under the same necesities.”’ 
That speaker, now the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury of the United States, has lived to see Chi- 
cago recreated by the West, and his prophecies 
fulfilled to the uttermost. 


The words of encouragement spoken on 
that occasion by Secretary Gage were both 
hopeful and courageous. The prophecy 
which he uttered has been fulfilled even 
sooner than he or any other person then liv- 
ing in Chicago anticipated.

Twelve-Inch Guns to Be the Maximum 
Caliber on American Warships 
Hereafter. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 1—The United 

tates government, like those of England, 

rance, and other foreign naval powers, has 
adopted twelve inches as the highest caliber 
for the guns of the main batteries of its 
most powerful warships. The thirteen-inch 
rifle, with a penetrating power of at least 
eighteen inches of the best armor, is to be 
displaced on battleships hereafter By an 
improved twelve-inch gun, equal in effi- 
ciency, it is claimed, to the present thirteen- 
inch gun, and a much more rapid firing 
piece. A controversy between the construc- 
tors and ordnance officers of the navy was 
waged: for two years over this question of 
thirteen-inch versus twelve-inch guns for 
the heavier vessels. The ordnance experts 
contended that the most powerful guns made 
for the navy should be installed on board, 
while the constructors argued in favor ofa 
lighter gun, which they endeavored to show 
at the time superposed turrets were de- 
signed for the Kearsarge and Kentucky 
were capable of puncturing the thickest 
armor carried on any battleship built or 
afloat. England about that time concluded 
that guns of greater caliber than twelves 
were not required, although several of her 
old battleships carried some 164%-inch guns, 
while Italy for years has maintained in com- 
mission ships with seventeen-inch rifled guns. 
The Victoria, when it was rammed by the 
Camperdown, carried 16'4-inch rifles. 

In the recent awards for new battleships 
the Navy department reserved the right to 
install either twelves or thirteens, as might 
be decided later, and a definite conclusion 
has now been reached that twelves shall con- 
stitute the heaviest guns nfounted in the 
main batteries, while eights are to take the 
place of the large number of fives that were 
originally decided upon. Gun forgings for 
these pieces have been ordered, and within 
a few weeks the manufacture of a large 
number of guns, embodying some radical 
changes in the ccnstruction of heavy ord- 
nance, will begin at the factory here, which 
makes eVery gun above three-inch mounted 
on American warships. The substitution of 
twelve for thirteen inch guns is due to the 
terrific increase in velocities obtained by the 
new smokeless powder, which enables @ 
twelve-inch gun to produce a velocity of at 
least 3,000 feet per second,; which was not 
possible with the old brown powder. SmokKe- 
less powder will not only advance the veloc- 
ity-obtaining qualities of the twelve-inch 
guns but of every other caliber in service 
from 300 to 400 feet per second. The twelve 
and thirteen inch guns now in service will 
be capable of velocities with full service 
charges of smokeless powder of from 2,300 
to 2,400 feet per second and an enormous 
increase in penetrating powers as well. The 
smaller caliber will have equal increase in 
velocities. These velocities mean consider- 
able in the gun’s penetrating powers, and 
it is estimated by the ordnance experts here 
that one of the new twelve-inch guns firing 
smokeless powder will be euperior in all 
respects to the thirteen-inch mounted on 
the Oregon and Indiana. The advent of 
smokeless powder produces these results 
and at the same time enables the ordnance 
officers to improve materially the present 
type of heavy guns. The design for the new 
twelve-inch guns calls for a longer and 
heavier piece, with a much larger powder 
chamber, so that the charge may be in- 
creased above that now used in the same 
calibers. 

In manufacturing this gun the forgings 
will be made considerably heavier than those 
for the present gun, thus increasing the 
total weight from forty-six tons to fifty-two 
for the new gun, while the present thirteen- 
inch weighs sixty-one tons. Nine tons is 
thus saved between the thirteen and twelve 
inch guns, while the effectiveness of a ship’s 
battery mounting twelves will probably be 
vastly superior to one carrying the present 
thirteens. With an enlarged powder cham- 
ber and the use of smokeless powder the 
new gun is expected to develop not less than 
8,000 feet velocity, perhaps greater, which 
would be over 1,000 greater than that se- 
cured with the same gun now in service. 
The increased velocity is secured in about 
even proportion, 400 being due to the better 
powder and the remainder to the larger 
powder chamber and other improvements of 
the gun. None of the new guns will be of 
the wire-wound design, the American naval 
experts maintaining that the present built 
up type of gun is equaland probably supe- 
rior to the wire-wound, which ts being 
largely used now on the new British war- 
ships. This gun is regarded as pdssibly 
a little safer, but more expensive, and has 
no advantages in weight over those manu- 
factured on the American system. The only 
wire-wound gun ever made in this country 
was not a success. This was not due to 
any fault of construction, but rather to what 
| the ordnance officials regarded as defects in 
design. Within a few months all guns of the 
navy, large and small, will be supplied with 
smokeless powder under contracts with two 
firms which are delivering about 6,000 pounds 
a day between them. One vessel at the be- 
ginning of the war had smokeless powder 
in its magazines, and on Aug. 1 there were 
seven vessels. Every ship is expected to be 
equipped with it by the end of the year.—

Mauser vs. Krag-Jorgensen Rifle. 


decision has yet been made as to 
“ana be done with the Spanish Mauser 
rifles which arrived at the United States Ar- 
senal yesterday, it is expected that, after 
having been cleaned and repaired, these 
weapons will be sold to the public as curiosi- 
Omnetata at the arsenal state that these 
Spanish guns, besides being in every way in- 
ferior to the Krag-Jorgensen rifles used by 
our regular army, show rough and ignorant 
usage at the hands of the Spanish soldiers. 

The main difference between the Krag and 
the Mauser it that, while both are bolt-gurfs, 
the former has a magazine which, filled with 
five cartridges, can be cut off so as to make 
the rifle practically a single-shooter; the 
latter’s magazine cannot be so cut off. | Itis, 
therefore, really a repeating rifle. Further- 
more, in the Krag the bolt is opened and 
closed by the action of cams (an application 
of power similar to that used on chainless 
bicycles), while with the Mauser the man has 
to compress the main spring by direct force, 

It is probable that these’ Mausers will be 
sold for not less than $15 apiece, so that for 
every one sold the government will be a little 
more than reimbursed for the manufacture 
of one Krag-Jorgensen, which, as made at 
the arsenal, costs $14.50. 

Several Krags have arrived at the arsenal 
for repairs, after having been used by Rough 
Riders. They show that they can stand hard 
usage without impairing their efficiency, 
proving thereby the excellence of their pat- 
tern, manufacture, and material. There are 
two, which, after having been carried 
through the surf, filled with sand, and wet 
with water, and after having gone through 
all the fighting. were quite ready for use just 
as they were when they arrived, without any 
cleaning or olling. The butt of one of these 
—carbine pattern—was split and perforated 
by a Mauser bullet, which most likely bored 
a hole also through the arm of whatever 
Rough Rider held the gun at the time. 

One of the reasons for the inferiority of 
the Mausers is that they are made by con- 
tract by a firm in Berlin, Germany, while 
our guns are made at the Springfield Ar- 
senal, under the direct supervision of ord- 
nance officers. Our guns are therefore ex- 
actly alike, one to the other, while the mate- 
rial and workmanship of the Spanish rifles 
awl many degrees of quality.—Springfield

EXTENSIVE PLANS 
FOR ENLARGING TRADE 
WITH THE ORIENT. 


Canadian Pacific Steamers to Begin 
Carrying Supplies to Viadivostock 
for Distribution Through Asia—Port- 
land, Ore., the Starting Point. 


Vancouver, B. C., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—** The 
chartering of the big Canadian Pacific steam- 
ships Tartar and Athenian for the Portland- 
Viadivostock trade means a new and exten- 
sive exportation of American produce to 
Asia with Viadivostock, the terminus of the 
great transsiberian railway, as a point of 
distribution to the interior,’ said a high offi- 
cial of the Canadian Pacific railway com- 
pany to THE TRIBUNE corrspondert today. 
The Tartar and Athenian hav@a capacity 
of 4,400 tons gross each. They are 316 feet 
in length and 47 feet beam. The Athenian 
sails from Portland with the first cargo of 


Viadivostock. The Tartar will follow, and 
they will continue carrying produce and rail- 
way supplies to Russia as long as the trade 
warrants it. | 

Some time ago the company decided to 
utilize the steamers for this trade and they 
were taken off the Klondike run to go on 
the Portland-Vladivostock route, but word 
came of the strained relations belween 
Great Britain and China and the steamship 
company, instead of carrying railway sup- 
plies to the country apparently sogn to be 
at war with England, was ordered.to hold 
the steamships in readiness for the trans- 
portation of troops. In fact, word. arrived 
that the British and Russian warships were 
facing each other with men sleeping al the 
guns waiting for the word to fire, and an 
order to transport troops was expected 
hourly. The acute stage of the war feeling 
is passing away and the fact that tramp 
steamers were carrying great quantities of 
rails and grain to Viadivostock with prof- 
itable results decided,the Canadian Pacific 
railway company to go at once into the 
business. 
Both steamships were inspected by San 
Francisco experts and altered to sult the 
trade, the engines and bunkers being built 
to stand a long voyage. Each ship is to. 
proceed to China en route home from V.ad- 
ivostock, which gives a strong impression, 
though the Canadian Pacific railway will not 
admit it is a fact, that the Canadian line 
“will be in the service of the Russian gov- 
ernment in carrying railway supplies for 
the Manchuria end of its great transsiberian 
highway.

Applaud Dr. F. A. Noble When He De- 
clares the Conflict with Spain Was 
Inspired by Holy Motives—The Rev. 
W, O, Shepard Argues for Arbitra- 
tion—Other Speakers of the Day— 
Presbyterian Ministers Arrange for 
Peace Jubilee Sermons, 


“ Christianity and War” was the subject 
of a symposium in Kent Theater at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago yesterday morning, in 
connoction with the anriuai theological con- 
ference of the university. A large audience 
of ministers of all denominations warmly 
applauded the sentiments of speakers, who 
‘maintained that at times war is justifiable 
and necessary. Enthusiasm was particul- 
larly manifest when the Rev. Dr. F. A. No- 
ble declared the war of the United States 
with Spain was inspired by holy motives, 
and had led to salutary ends. 

Dr. Noble, who is pastor of the Union Park 
Congregational Church, delivered an ad- 
dress on the subject, ‘‘ Can There Be a Chris- 
| tlan War?” He sald: |

UNCERTIFIED PORK 
IS FOUND TO HAVE 
ENTERED GERMANY. 


-Thousands of Tons Believed to Have 
Been Admitted by Some Customs 
Houses Without the American 0. K. 
Mark. 


Berlin, Oct. 8.—The German government 
announced in the semi-official press today 
that dt has received information showing 
that American pork has entered Germany 
without a certificate. 

Inquiry made at the United States Em- 
bassy confirms the report that the discovery 
| had been made. Thousands of tons of Amer- 
icam pork have been imported through a 
_-number of customs houses for years past 
without certificates. 
~ The German government was ignorant of 
+ the fact, and denied its accuracy, until over- 
 whelming evidence was obtained and sub- 
mitted “by the United States embassy’s sci- 
entific attaché, Mr. Smith. The embassy 
has requested the Foreign office to instruct 
the customs housessto insist in every case 
upon a certificate. ; 
No American firm is implicated in these 
dimportations, which explain the alleged dis- 
ccoveries of trichine in American pork. Ger- 
mam dealers in American pork offered in 
July last a reward of 1,000 marks for a case 
of human trichinosis due to American pork, 
and three months have passed without any- 
body claiming the money. 

Secretary Wilson of the Agricultural de- 
partment said in reference to the matter: 

“The burden is on the German govern-* 
ment to prevent importations of pork prod- 
ucts without certificates. In England and 
other European countries there are no re- 
strictions on the shipment of American pork

OPPOSE THE 
FISHERY DEAL. 


Seattle Business-Men Aroused 
by the Proposed Trade. 
with Canada. 


MAKES THEIR PROTEST. 


Alaska to Join Puget Sound 
Region in Raising 
Objections. 


KEEN INTEREST MANIFEST.

Seattle, Wash., Oct. 3.—[Special:]—Seattle 
is up in arms today against the scheme of 
the boundary commissioners to trade Alas- 
kan territory or one of the towns on Lynn 
canal for the seal fisheries and fishing rights 
off Newfoundland. . 

A rousing meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce has béen held for formulating a series 
of resolutions setting forth the great damage 
such a trade would work on the Northwest, 
not only on the citizens of this and other 
Puget Sound cities interested in the Alaskan 
trade, but on the citizens of the strip that 
it is proposed to cede. 

All sorts of difficulties in the way of ship- 
ping goods to the Yukon interior loom up 
with the contemplated bargain. Property 
worth hundreds of thousands is jeopardized 
by it. When Alaska hears of the proposal 
of the Canadians a tremendous protest will 
go up. Even now Skaguay, one of the towns 
considered in the proposal, is straining 
every nerve to become the capital of Alaska. 

EK. B. Hussey, local manager of the Skag- 
uay railroad, said today that for'the good 
of Alaska he hoped the commissioners were 
well enough posted on the merits of the 
case to reject the proposal. E. O. Graves, 
President of the Chamber of Commerce, 
believes the proposal will be promptly re- 
fused. Nevertheless, he is in favor of the 
strongest kind of protest. | 


San Francisco Strongly Objects. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 3.—[{Special.J— 
The proposal of Canada to secure the strip 
of Alaskan coast that includ+s Dyea and 
Skaguay, and thus obtain free access to the 
routes to the Klondike, in exchange for seal- 
ing and fishing privileges, will be strenuous- 
ly oppposed by the Pacific coast. San Fran- 
cisco will, with other cities, fight the propo- 
sition, and there will be emphatic protest on 
the part of the merchants and mercantile 
organizations. 

The sentiment of San Francisco is, and 
always has been, against the encroachment 
of the British on American domain, and it 
has firmly supported the Amrican conten- 
tion as to the boundary line, when Canada 
claimed that the line was further to the 
westward. The protest of the Seattle Cham- 
ber of Commerce will, without doubt, be 
strongly reinforced by similar organiza- 
tions in this city. 

Senator Perkins and the rest of the Con- 
gressional delegation of California may be 
counted upon to see that there is no sur- 
render of American territory, and the ship- 
ping interests will stanchly join forces with 
them. If the opposition of San Francisco 
and the rest of the Pacific coast counts for 
anything there will be no diminution of Alas- 
ka Territory. 


No Territory to Be Given Up. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—The 
State department appears to be without ad- 
vices as to the report sent from Quebec that 
the Canadian government commissioners 
are asking for a cession of territory from the 
United States in Alaska, including the cities 
of Skaguay and Dyea, thus extending the 
Canadian boundary lines to the Pacific Ocean 
between the points named, this cession to be 
in return for the surrender of all British 
rights to the seal fisheries in Bering Sea. 

If such a concession has been asked by the 
Canadian commissioners it may be put down 
as absolutely cemtain that it will not be 
granted. No territory will be given to Can- 
ada in return for the stoppage of pelagic 
sealing. A prominent member of the House 
said today that no cession of territory could 
be made without the consent of Congress, 
and that he did not believe that two votes 
could be got in Congress for such a propo- 
sition. 

If Canada has asked for any such cession 
of territory in order to make easy its access 
to the Klondike region it would indicate that 
the Canadians have abandoned their claim 
that the boundary line of southwestern 
Alaska extends to within ten leagues of the 
outermost fringe of islands. There is little 
patience shown here with this Canadian 
boundary claim and it is pretty certain that 
if it were to come up in Congress it would 
receive solid opposition there. The pro- 
vision of the treaty in regard to the boundary 
in southwest Alaska is as follows: — 

‘‘That wherever the summit of the moun- 
tains which extend in the direction parallel 
to the coast from the 56th degree of north 
latitude to the point of intersection of the 
.141st degree west longitude shall prove to be 
at the distance of more than ten marine 
leagues from the ocean the limit between the 
British possessions and the line of the coast 
which is to helong to Russia as above men- 
tioned shall be formed by a line parallel to 
the windings of the coast, and which shall 
never exceed the distance of ten marine 
leagues therefrom.”’ 

In the absence of the mountains, there be- 
ing no such range, it has been found neces- 
sary to fall back on this “ ten marine leagues 
parallel to the windings of the coast.” The 
Canadians claim that the coast is the outer- 
most fringe of islands, and where there are 
no islands then it runs in a straight line 
from one headland to another. That would 
exclude the United States from the main- 
land in many places. That is so distinctly 
and plainly opposed to the wording of the 
treaty that there is no disposition shown 
here to parley with Canada on the subject. 
It is evident from talk of officials and Con- 
gressmen that this claim of Canada could not 
be entertained here and it is doubtful if 
there would be consent given to a proposition 
ever to refer it to arbitration. 


RISKS LIFE TO SAVE OTHERS. 


Daniel Dahlstrom Arouses Inmates of 
Burning Building at Cottage Grove 
Avenue and Fifty-first Street.

CAN FIX TTS OWN PRICES. 


Supreme Court of Michigan Holds Cen- 
Road Can Make Rate on 
Mileage. 


Mich., Oct. 3.—[Special. ]—Several] 
months ago the Michigan Central railway 
company refused to sell Gévernor Pingree 
a,thousand-mile family mileage book for 
$20, and on his application the Wayne 
Circuit ceurt granted a mandamus ordering 
company to make such sale. 

he: mandamus was based on the ground 
that the company had forfeited its original 
charter right to fix its own passenger tolls 
within a maximum limit of three cents per 
mile, such forfeiture ‘being due to its ac- 
ceptance of greater privileges granted in 
stiibsequently enacted laws and its consoli- 
dation with other lines: 

Because of this forfeiture it was claimed 
that the company is amerable to the gen- 
eral railroad law and the law of 1891, re- 
quiring the sale of family mileage at two 
cents per mile. 

In an opinion written by Justice Hooker, 
and unanimously concurred ih, the Supreme 
Court today reversed the judgment of ihe 
lower court, holding that the company has 
not forfeited its charter rights by either of 
} the acts claimed. 

The court declares that the Legislature 
can part with its general power to fix trans- 
| portation rates so as to bind succeeding 
Legislatures. It furthermore holds thati!the 
right to fix its own tolls within the limit pre- 
scribed Is a vested right of the company un- 
der its charter, which constitutes a con- 
tract between it and the State, and that such 
contract can be revoked or altered only by 
a two-thirds yote of each branch of the Leg- 


i islature, and then. only by compensating the 


' company for the loss sustained. 


* Although the law of 1891 received a two- 


thirds vate, it is held not to apply to the 
-Michigan Central, inasmuch as it does not 
purport to be an amendment to its charter, 
and makes no provision for compensating 


the company. .

Next week he 
will attend the Masonic conclave at Piltts- 
burg. He will not return to Jacksonville 
until Oct. 19.

IN NEW HAMPSHIRE 
A GREAT SURPRISE. 


Milis Doing a Large Business and \the 
Proprietors Rated Among the Wealth- 
iest People of Dover — gaise Not 
Definitely Stated. 


Dover, N. H., Oct. 3.—[Special. ]—The Saw- 
yer woolen mills corporation of this city and 
the firm of F, A. and J. Sawyer, the selling 
agents, with headquarters in\.\New York, have 
made assignments to Jeremiah Williams of 
Boston and Alvah W. Sulloway of Franklin, 
N. H., a brief announcément of which was 
made last night. 

The failure comes as a complete surprise. 
The mills have been running night and day, 
filling government contracts. Ex-Governor 
Charlies H. Sawyer, President of the cor- 
poration, has been reputed the richest man 
in Dover, his wealth being estimated at sev- 
eral miilions. é 

The liabilities are in the neighborhood of 
$1,500,000. The assets are|probably more 
than $1,000,000. The corporation owns six 
mills, has thirty-nine sets of woolen machin- 
ery, and four Noble combs. It employs 600 
hands. The mills have been manufacturing 
1,360,000 yards of woolen and worsted goods 
for men’s wear and consumed 2,400,000 
pounds of wool yearly. 

In addition to the mills the corporation 
practically owns the whole of Sawyer’s 
Mills settlement on the Portsmouth and 
Dover branch of the Boston |and Maine rail- 
road, consisting of more than 100 tenements. 

Various causes are assigned in local cir- 
cles for the failure, some ascribing it to the 
recent depression tn business and others to 
the taking of contracts at too close a margin 
in order to keep the mills|running. The 
creditors are mostly banks.
